EJECTION of the bid of the Los 
Angeles Tpust and Savings Bank 
and the Security Trust and Sav- 

ings Bank on the $2,604,000 bond is- 


tion improvement was unanimous by 
the Board of Supervisorg yesterday 
morning. The action of the board 
followed a consultation with the Board 
of Public Service Commissioners, En- 
gineer Mulholland, Special City Coun- 
sel Mathews and others. 

The principal reason for rejection of 
the bid was the smallness of the pre- 
mium offered. It was argued that 
only $3000 premium on 6 per cent. 
bonds, backed by the immense se- 
curity of this proposed issue, and hav- 
ing thirty-two years to run, was out 
of the question. 

Further than that, the board held 
that the ‘bid of tne compined banks 
was not competitive, as advertised 
for. In order to piace the ponds above 
all possible future reproacn as to va- 
lidity for collateral holding by savings 
banks and trust companies, the board 
instructed Supervigor Woodley and 
County Counsel Hill to go to Sacra- 
mento and confer with the State 
Banking Commission and get the 
sanction of that body on the securi- 
ties. They left last night.
